To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $23,1 15.00 
for  highway  construction  and  reconstruction.  Selectmen's  Comment:  These  funds 
for  expenditure  are  designated  to  the  Town  through  the  Highway  Block  Grant 
Fund,  The  appropriation  does  not  affect  your  tax  rate,  but  to  be  properly 
expended  a  vote  is  required. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $250.00  as 
the  Town's  planning  expenses  and  its  share  of  expenses  for  the  operation  of  the 
Southwestern  New  Hampshire  Regional  Planning  Commission.

During  the  year  of  1990,  the  Police  Department  received  38  complaints  relative 
to  the  operation  of  motor  vehicles  in  Town  which  is  double  the  amount  we 
received  last  year.  These  complaints  range  from  speeding  cars  to  OHRV's  driving 
on  public  roads,  I  have  been  approached  by  some  residents  in  Town  and  they  have 
indicated  that  they  would  like  to  have  the  Police  Department  become  more  visible 
in  this  regard  in  an  attempt  to  deter  some  of  these  offenses. 

This  year,  we  will  attempt  to  do  just  that.  1  have  requested  an  article  be  placed 
on  the  Town  Warrant  for  the  coming  year  to  fund  the  purchase  of  a  new  radar  unit 
to  be  used  during  patrol.  If  approved,  I  will  schedule  regular  patrols  in  Town, 
mosdy  during  the  summer  months  which  is  when  a  majority  of  the  calls  are 
received.  If  any  non-emergency  calls  are  received  of  a  criminal  nature,  we  will  turn 
those  invetigations  over  to  the  New  Hampshire  State  Police  so  that  we  can  spend 
more  of  our  time  on  patrol.  The  manner  in  which  police  are  called  will  not  change. 
The  procedure  is  listed  below: 

1.  DIAL  352-1100.  This  is  Mutual  Aid  Dispatch  Center.  These  people  dispatch 
for  all  of  the  smaller  town  in  the  county. 
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2.  If  you  are  reporting  an  emergency  situation.  STAY  CLAM.  Be  sure  to 
answer  all  questions  that  are  asked  of  you  and  also  offer  any  information  that  you 
feel  may  be  helpful.  Give  EXACT  LOCATIONS  or  DETAILED  INSTRUCTIONS 
on  how  to  get  to  the  problem.  Bear  in  mind  that  there  are  no  house  numbers  and 
people  responding  to  assist  you  will  be  guided  by  your  instructions  only.  Members 
of  the  Roxbury  Police  Department  may  known  you  but  the  New  Hampshire  State 
Police  may  not. 

3.  Do  not  ask  for  a  specific  member  of  the  Police  Department  if  you  have  a 
problem.  In  doing  so  will  delay  response  to  your  call.  The  police  department  is  a 
part-time  department  and  the  person  you  ask  for  may  be  unavailable.  The 
dispatcher  will  get  the  message  to  the  officer  you  asked  for  eventually  but  you  may 
not  be  contacted  for  some  time.  If  you  report  the  incident,  they  will  attempt  to 
page  someone  from  Roxbury  PD.  If  they  are  unable  to  make  contact  with  one  of 
us,  they  will  relay  the  call  to  the  New  Hampshire  State  Police.  Bear  in  mind 
however,  that  the  State  Police  cover  the  entire  county  and  they  handle  calls  on  a 
priority  basis. 

This  past  year,  we  have  been  successful  in  getting  some  illegal  dumping 
complaints  solved,  2  out  of  3.  If  the  Police  Department  had  not  been  notified  by 
some  concerned  citizens,  we  could  not  have  taken  care  of  these  incidents.  This  is 
a  good  example  of  what  can  be  accomplished  when  the  people  in  Town  report 
things  that  are  out  of  place  to  us. 

I  again  want  to  thank  the  Townspeople  for  their  continued  support  and 
assist2Lnce  over  the  past  year  and  if  any  questions  or  concerns  come  up,  please  feel 
free  to  let  me  know.

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ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING  OF  ROXBURY,  N.H. 
March  13,  1990 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Moderator  David  Brown  at  7:10  p.m. 
Selectmen  Richard  Whipple,  Thomas  Benson  and  Michael  Neylan  were  present. 
Of  153  registered  voters,  41  cast  votes. 

Selectman  for  Three  Years:  40  votes  cast.  Thomas  Benson  received  39  votes, 
Glenn  White  received  1  vote.  Thomas  Benson  elected. 

Town  Treasurer:  Sandra  LaPlante  received  4 1  votes.  Sandra  LaPlante  elected. 

Tax  Collector:  41  votes  cast.  Marika  Stuhlsatz  received  41  votes  and  was 
elected. 

Town  Clerk:  4 1  votes  cast.  Marika  Stuhlsatz  received  4 1  votes  and  was  elected. 

Auditor:  41  votes  cast.  David  Gregory  received  41  votes  and  was  elected. 

Trustee  of  Trust  Funds:  25  votes  cast.  Marika  Stuhlsatz  received  13,  and 
Donna  Mackey  8,  and  scatter.  All  were  write-ins.  Stuhlsatz  was  elected  but 
declined.  Donna  Mackey  accepted  the  office. 

Sexton:  29  write-in  votes  cast.  Steve  Yardley  received  26  votes  and  scatter. 
Yardley  elected. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  town 
charges  for  the  ensuingyear  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same.  Appropriation: 
$14,150.  Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,900.00  for  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  Police  Department.  Motion  carried. 
Selectman  Whipple  explained  that  Roxbury  ranks  at  the  bottom  compared  to 
other  towns  in  what  it  pays  to  its  police  officers.  They  do  not  make  even  $5.00  per 
hour.  With  another  15%  increase  next  year,  they  will  be  paid  $6.50  per  hour. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$150.00  for  Town  Welfare  and  Old  Age  Assistance.  Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$250.00  for  the  expenses  and  maintenance  of  the  Fire  Department.  Motion 
carried. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$400.00  for  the  upkeep  of  the  cemeteries.  Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  and  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,200.00  for  interest  expense.  Motion  carried.  In  response  to  a  question  on  this 
article,  Selectmen  explained  that  we  usually  run  out  of  money  in  July.  Last  July  we 
had  to  borrow  $50,000.  in  anticipation  of  taxes  that  don't  come  due  until 
December.  That  borrowing  entails  an  interest  expense. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$100.00  for  a  contingency  fund.  Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$10,000.00  for  summer  and  winter  road  maintenance.  Motion  carried.  Discus- 
sion: There  has  been  a  problem  with  a  puddle  at  the  comer  of  Branch  and 
Middletown  Roads.  The  Selectmen  have  pursued  this  with  the  City  of  Keene  (it's 
their  water  pipe).  Keene  and  the  State  are  supposed  to  fix  it  this  spring, 
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ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $218.00  to  support  the  Mental  Health  Service  Program  of  Monadnock  Family 
and  Mental  Health  Service.  Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  1 1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $22,048.35  for  highway  construction  and  reconstruction.  Selectmen's  Com- 
ment: These  funds  for  expenditure  are  designated  to  the  Town  through  the 
Highway  Block  Grant  Fund.  The  appropriation  does  not  affect  your  tax  rate,  but 
to  be  properly  expended,  a  vote  is  required.  Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $250.00  as  the  Town's  planning  expenses  and  its  share  of  expenses  for  the 
operation  of  the  Southwestern  New  Hampshire  Regional  Planning  Commission. 
TTiese  funds  to  be  used  for  financing  the  staff,  operation  expenses,  planning 
studies,  technical  assistance,  and  other  programs  of  the  Commission.  These  funds 
may  be  used  in  connection  with  other  State  and  Federal  Funds  available  for 
planning  purposes.  Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $3,784.00  to  be  paid  for  dump  privileges  in  the  Town  of  Marlborough  and  to 
pay  Roxbury's  share  of  solid  waste  management  district  expense.  Motion  carried. 
Selectmen  Whipple  explained  the  increase  this  way:  The  amount  represents  5% 
of  Marlborough's  dump  budget.  Marlborough  has  600  households  using  the 
dump  and  we  have  30,  which  is  5%  of  total  households  involved  and  therefore  our 
share  of  expense.  Selectmen  think  it  is  fair.  Discussion:  A  resident  asked  if  we 
would  be  asked  to  contribute  to  closure  costs  by  Marlborough  in  that  event. 
Selectmen  will  ascertain  if  closure  costs  are  part  of  our  yearly  payment.  In  any  case 
the  Town  would  vote  before  expending  any  money  for  closure  if  asked  by 
Marlborough.  How  long  will  the  Dump  remain  open?  Selectmen  answered  maybe 
four  more  years.  How  do  you  use  the  Dump?  Cost  is  $5.00.  What  do  we  do  in  four 
years?  Selectman  Benson  replied  that  Southwestern  Trash  District  is  looking  for 
a  solution  to  solid  waste  disposal. 

ARTICLE  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $  100.00  for  emergency  assistance  to  the  poor.  Motion  carried.  Again  Selectmen 
explained,  in  answer  to  a  question,  that  if  these  funds  are  not  expended,  they  are 
returned  to  the  general  fund. 

ARTICLE  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $1,302.00  as  its  fair  share  of  stand-by  costs  for  the  use  of  the  City  of  Keene's 
ambulance  service.  Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,500.00  to  be  put  in  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  future  re-evaluation  for 
the  Town.  Motion  carried.  Selectman  Whipple  said  the  re-evaluation  was  actually 
started  two  weeks  ago  and  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  in  May.  We  will  have  raised 
about  $  10,000  which  is  more  than  the  State  charges  but  the  balance  will  be  used 
to  pay  an  outside  person  to  do  the  Current  Use  valuation  that  the  State  does  not 
do. 

ARTICLE  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  the  issuance  of  a 
purchase  order  by  the  Town  of  Roxbury,  to  allow  Police  Chief  Earl  D.  Nelson  to 
purchase  for  himself,  a  Police  Package  Motor  Vehicle,  provided  that  the  purchase 
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of  this  motor  vehicle  by  Chief  Nelson  shall  result  in  no  cost  to  the  Town?  Motion 
carried. 

ARTICLE  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Roxbury  Planning 
Board  to  review  site  plans,  and  to  develop  any  such  regulations  as  may  be  required. 
Motion  carried.  Selectmen  explained  this  does  not  have  to  do  with  residential  but 
rather  with  industrial  concerns  prompted  by  the  fact  that  the  water  treatment 
plant  that  Keene  has  to  build  will  very  likely  be  located  in  Roxbury. 

ARTICLE  19.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  come  before  the  said 
meeting.  Motion  carried.  Selectman  Whipple  presented  the  following: 

a.  The  Town  is  losing  money  renting  the  Hall  for  only  $35.00  dollars  as 
insurance,  lights,  and  heat  costs  are  up.  He  recommended  raising  the  rent  to 
$65.00  and  also  Fred  White,  custodian,  at  his  discretion,  can  ask  for  an  additional 
$65.00  dollar  deposit  to  be  refunded  if  applicable.  Townspeople  agreed  to  this 
although  some  residents  felt  that  townspeople  should  not  be  charged  as  much  as 
non-residents  to  rent  the  hall. 

b.  Presently  there  is  no  charge  to  residents  for  Town  documents.  Towns- 
people agreed  to  the  following  fees:
